who was than chief Maſter of that School ; where 
the beauties of his pretty behaviour ard: wit , 
thin'd and became ſo eminent and lovely in this his 
Innocent age , that he ſeem'd to be marked out 
for piety, and to become the care of Heaven, and 
of a particular Angel to guard and guide him.

His two precedent Orators, were Sir Ro- 
bert Nanton , atid Sir Francis Nether ſoll: The firft 
was not long after made Secretary of State; and, 
Sir Francis, not very long after his being Orator, 
was made Secretary to the Lady Z/izabeth Queen 
of Bchemia, — In this place of Orator, our George 
Herbert continued eight years; and manag'd ir 
 withas becoming, and grave a galety, as -any had 
ever before, or fince his time. For, He haw acquir'd 
great Learning, and was bleſt with a high faiicy, a cinil 
and ſharp wit, and with a natural elegance, both in his

The next occafion that he had ro ſhew his great 
Abilities, was, with them, to ſhew alſo his'great 
atfe&ion ro that Church in which Fe received his 
Baptiſm, and, of which he profeſt himſelf a mem- 
ber ; and, the occaſion was this : There was one 
Andrew Melvin, a Gentleman of Scotland, who was 
in his own Countrey poſſeſt with:.an, averſneſs,. if 
not a hatred of Church government by Biſhops; and; 
he ſeem'd to have a like averſneſs: to our' manner 
of Fublick Worſzip, and Chyrch-prayers and Ceremo- 
nies, This Gentleman had travail'd France , and 
refided ſo long in Geneva, as to have his opinions 
the more confirm'd in him by the pra&ice of .thar 
place ; from which he return'd into England ſome 
ſhort time before, or immediately after Mr. Herbert 
was made Orator. This Mr, Melvin was a man of 
learning, and was the Maſter of a great wit, a wit 
full of knots and cl/enches « awit! ſharp and faty- 
rical ; exceeded, I think, by noneof that Nation, 
but their Bucanen. Art Mr. Metvins return hither, 
he writ and ſcattered in Latin, many pieces of his

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lam) and by the ever memorable and learned Dr. 
Andrews Biſhop of Wincheſter, both which did at 
that time begtn a defir'd friendſhip with our 0ra- 
tor, Upon whom the firft purfſuch a value on his 
judgment, that he uſually defir'd his approbation, 
before he would expuſe any of his Books to be 
printed ; and thought him ſo worthy of his friend- 
ſhip, thar having tranſlated many of rhe -Propher 
Davids Pſalms into Engliſh Verſe, he made George 
Herbert his Patron of them, by a publick Dedica- 
tionof them to him, as the beft Judge of Divine 
Poetry. And, for the learned Biſhop , it is obſer- 
vable, that at that rime, there fell ro be a+ modeſt 
debate betwixt them two about Predeſtination, and 
Sanity of life 3 of both which, the Orator did not 
long after ſend the Biſhop ſome ſafe and uſeful .4- 
phoriſms, in a long Letter written in Greek; which 
Letter was ſo remarkable for the langvage, and 
matter, that after the reading of it, the Biſhop pur 
it into his boſom , -and did often ſhew it to many 
Scholars, both of this, and forreign Nations 5 bur 
did alwales return it back to the place where he 
firſt log'd it , and continu'd it ſo near his hearr, 
till rhe laſt day of his life. 

To theſe,I might add the long and intirefriend- 
ſhip betwixt him and Sir Henry Wotton , and Dr. 
Donne, but I have promis'd to contract my ſelf,and 
ſhall therefore only add. one reſtimony to what 1s 
alſo menticned in the Life of Dr. Donne 3 namely, 
that a little before his death, he cauſed many Seals 
to be made, and in them to be ingraven the figure 
of Criſt crucified on an Anchor (the emblem of 
hope ) and of which Or.

preſently berook himſelf to a Retreat from Zon- 
-don, tQa Friend in Kent, where heliv'd very pri- 
vately, and was fuch a lover of ſolitarineſs , as 
was Jjudg'd to impair his health, more then his Stu- 
dy had done. In this time of Retirement, he had 
many Conflits with himſelf, Whether he ſhould 
return to the painted pleaſures of -a Court-life, or

moy ſo win upon others,4s to bring glory tomy JESUS, 
whom.I have this day taken to be my Maſter and 
Governour ; and am ſo proud of his ſervice,that Twill 
alwaies obſerve, andobey,aud do his Will, andalwaies

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cell him Jeſus my Maſter: aud 7 will alwaies contemy 
my birth, or any title or dignity that can be conferr*d 
pon me, when 7 ſhall compare them with my title of 
being a Prieſt, and ſerving at the Altar of Jeſus my 
x Maſters 
And that he did ſo, mzy appear in many parts of 
his Book of Szcred Poems ;eſpecially,in that which 
he calls tbe Odour, In which he ſeems to reJoyce in 
the thoughts of that word Zeſizz, and ſay rhat the 
_ adding theſe words my Maſtertoit , and the often 
repetition of them, ſeem'd ro perfume his mind; 
and leave an oriental fragrancy in his very breath. 
And for his unforc'd choice to ſerveat GodsAltar, 
he ſeems in another place of his Poems ( the Pearl, 
Match.13.) to reJoyce and ſay——#e knew the waies 
of Learning : knew, what nature does willingh; and 
what, when 'tis fore'd by fire : knew the-waies of ho- 
nour, aud when glory incline the Saul to noble xpreſſi- 
ons : knewthe Court © kaew the waies of pleaſure, of 
tove, of wit, of muſick, and upon what terms he de- 
clined all theſe for the ſervice of bis Maſter JESUS; 
and concludes, ſaying, 


T bat, through theſe Labyrinths, not my groveling Wit : 
But, thy Silk-twiſt, let dywn from Heaven tome; © 
Did, both coudut, and teach me, how by it, 

To climb ts thee, 


The third day after he was made Recor of #e- 
merton, and had chang'd his {word and ſilk Cloaths 
into a Canonical Caat;he return'd fo habited with 
his friend Mr. Woodnot to Biinton +: And, immedi- 
ately afrer he had ſeen and ſalured his Wife , he 
faid ro her — You are now # Miniſters Wife, and muſt 
now ſo far forget your fathers houſe , as not to claim a 

precedence of any of your Pariſhioners; for, you are to 
' know, that a Prieſts Wife can challenge no precedence 
- or place, but that which ſhe purchaſes by her obliging 
| humitiiy; 
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humility 3. and, 7 am ſure, places ſo purchaſed; do beſt 
become them, And, let me tell you, That T am ſo geo 
& Herald, as to aſſure you that this is truth, And the 
was ſo meek a Wife, as to aſſure him it was no vexing 
News to her, and that he ſhould ſee her obſerve it with 
a chearful willingn:ſs. And indeed her unforc'd hu- 
mility, that humility that was in her ſo original, as 
robe born with her ! made her ſo happy as to do 
fo; and,her doing ſo, begor her an unfeigned loves 
and a ſerviceable reſpe&t from all that converft 
with her ; and this love followed her in all places, 
as inſeparably , as ſhadows follow ſubſtances in 
Sun-ſhine, | 

It was not many dayes before he return'd back 
to Bemerton, to view the Church, and repair the 
Chancel z and indeed,to rebuild almoſt three parts 
of his houſe which was fall'n down, or decayed by 
reaſon of his Predeceſlors living ata better Parſo- 
page houſe g namely,at Minazl,16 or 20 miles from 
this place. At which time of Mr, Herberts coming 
alone to- Bemerton, there came to him a poor old: 
Woman, with an intent to acquaint him with her 


neceſſitous condition, as alſo. with ſome troubles of 
her mind 3. but after ſhe had ſpoke ſome few wor ds. 


to him, ſhe was ſurpriz'd witha fear, and that bee». 


got ſhortneſs of breath, ſo that ber ſpirits ar.d: 


ſpeech faiÞd her; which he perceiving,did ſo com-. 
paſſionate her, and was ſo- humble, that ke took her- 
by the hand, and faid, Speak good Mother,.. be not a= 


fraid to ſpeakto me; for, [*am aman that will hear you- 


with patience ; andwill relieve your neceſſities too, if 
T be able :- and this 1 will do willingly, and therefore, 
Mother , be not afraid to acquaint me With what you 


deſire, After which comfortable ſpeech ,. he again: 


took her by the hand, made her fit down by him, 
and underſtanding ſhe was of his Parth,. he told: 


her, Ye would be acquainted with her.and take ber into- |

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his care : And having with patience heard and un-. 
derſtoad her wants ( and it 1s ſome relief for a 
Poor body to be but hear'd with patience ) he like 

a Chriftian Clergyman comforted her by his meek 
behaviour and counſel ; but becauſe that coft him 
nothing, he reliev'd her with money too, and ſo 
ſent her home with a chearful heart, praiſing God, 
and praying for him. 7hus worthy, and (like Davids 
| bleſſed man) thus lowly, was Mr. George Herhert iz 
hir own eyes, 

At his return that Night to his Wife at 22inton, 
he gave her an account of the -paſiages *rwixthim 
ard the poor Woman : with which ſhe was ſo affe- 
fed, rhat ſhe went next day to Salisbary, and there 
bought a pair of Blankets and ſent them as a Token 
of þer Jove to the poor Woman : and with them a 
Meſſage, That ſhe would ſee and be acquainted with her, 
when her houſe was built at Bemerton. | 

There be many ſuch paſſages both of him and his 
Wife, of which; ſome few will be related ; bur I 
ſhall firſt tell , thar he hafted to get the Pariſh- 
Church repair'd ; then, to. beautifie the Chappel 
(which ſtands near his houſe ) and that at his own 
great charge. ' He then proceeded to re-build the 
greateſt part of the Parſonage-houſe, which he did 
alſo very compleatly, and ar his own charge; and 
having done this good work, he caus'd theſe Verſes 
ro he writ upon, or ingraven in the Mantle of the 
Chimney in his Hall, |

his Inducion into the Church of Bemerton;, bur as 
yet he was but a Deacon, and therefore long'd for

And his behaviour toward Ged and man, may be 
ſaid to be a pra&ical Comment on theſe, and the 
other holy Rules ſet down in that uſeful Book.

' Ar the Death of Mr. Herbert, this Book fell into 
the hands of his friend Mr. Woednot ; and he com- 
mended it into the truſty hands of Mr. Ber.@!y.who 
publiſh'r it with a moſt conſcientious, and exce]- 
jent Preface ; from which I have had ſome of thaſe 
Truths, that are related in this life of Mr. Herberts 
The Text for his firſt Sermon,was taken qut of $9- 
fomons Froverbs, and the words were, Xeep thy heart 
with all diligence, In which firſt Sermon he gave his 
Pariſhioners many neceſſary, holy, ſafe Rules,for 
the diſcharge of a oo Conſcience, both ro God 
and man. And, deliver'd his Sermon after a more 

- florid manner, ' both with great learning and elo- 
 -quence-And at the cloſe of his Sermon, told them, 

Th:t flenld net be bis conſtant way of Preaching, - 
that

that he would not.fill their heads with unneceſſaty Ns- 
tions; but , that for their ſakes , his language and his 
expreſſiens ſhould be more plain and pradtical in his 


future Sermons, And he then made it his humble re+., 


queſt, That they would be conflant to the Afternoons 
Service, and Catechifing. And ſbewed them convin- 


cing reaſons why he defir'd it ; and: his obliging 


example and perſwafions, brought them ro a wil- 
ling conformity to his defiress 

The Texts for al} his future Sermons(which God. 
knows were not many ) were conſtantly taken our 
of the Goſpel for the day ; and he did as conftant- 
ly declare why the Church did appoint that por- 
tion of Scripture to be that day read: And in what 


manner the Co/l:& for every Sunday does refer to- 


the Goſpel, or to the Epiſtle then read to them; and, 
that they might pray with underftanding , he did 
uſually rake occaſion to explain, not only the Co/- 
I: for every particular Sunday , but the reaſons 
of all the other ColleFs and. Reſponſes In our 
Church-Service; and,made it appear to them, that 


the whole Service of the Church, was a reaſonable, 


and therefore an acceptable Sacrifice to God $ as 
namely, that we begin with Confeſſion of our ſelves 
eo be wide, miſerable ſinners : and, that we begin ſo, 
becauſe till we have confeſs'd our. ſelves to be 
ſech, we are not capable of.that mercy which we 
acknowledge we need, and pray for; but having 
in the prayer of our Lord , begg'd pardon for 


thoſe fins which we have confeft : And hoping, b | 


that as the 77ieſt hath declar'd our Abſolution, fo 
by our publick Confeſſion, and real Repentance, 
we have obtain'd that pardon : Then, we dare 
proceed to beg of the.Lord, tc-open our lips , that 
eur mouths may [pew forth his praiſe for,til! then,we 
are neither able, nor worthy to praiſe hims; But 


this being ſuppos'd, we are then fit to ſay, Glory b-

to the Father, and to the Son , and to the Holy Ghoſt ; 
and fit ro proceed to a further ſervice of our 
God, in the. Coles, and Pſulms , and Lands that 
follow m the Service. # 
And,asto theſe Pſalms ayd Zauds, he proceeded 
'to inform them, why they were ſo often, and ſome 
of them daily repeated in our Church-ſervice: name- 
ly, the Pſalms every Month, becauſe they be an #i- 
Jtorical and thankful repetition of mercies paſt ; 
and, ſuch a compoſition of prayers and praiſes, as 
ought to be repeated often , and publickly ; for 
with ſuch-Sacrificess God is honour d,and well-pleaſed, 
Tho:, for the Pſalms. | 


And for the Hymns and Zauds, appointed to be 


daily repeated or ſung after the firft and ſecond 
Leſions are read.to the Congregation:he proceeded 
to inform them, that it was moſt reaſonable, afrer 
they have heard the will and goodneſs of God de- 
clar*'d or preach*t by the FrieF in his reading the 
rwo Chapters, that it was then a ſeaſonable duty ro 
S Tiſe up and expreſs their gratitude to Almighty 

£God Dr thoſe his mercies to them,.and' to all Man- 
kind, and then to ſay with the bleſſed Virgin, That 
their Souls ao magnifie the Lord, and that their ſpirits 
do alſo rejoyce in God their Saviour : And that it was 
their Dury: alſo to rejoyce with Simeon in his Song, 
and ſay with him , That their eyes have alfo ſeen 
their ſalvation; for they have ſeen that ſalvation 
which was-but propheſied till his time : and he then 
broke out into-thoſe expreſſions of joy tliar he did 
Fee it: but they live to'ſee it daily, in the Hiftory 
of it, and therefore ought daily ro rejoyce , and 
daily to offer up their Sacrifices of praiſe to their 
God, for that particular mercy. A ſervice, which 
which is. nowthe conſtant employment of that bleſ- 
fed Virgin, and Simeon, and all thoſe blefled Saints

was an acceptable ſervice to God,becauſe the Pro- 
pher D.wvid fayes in his Pſalms, Ze that praiſeth the 
Lerd, honoureth him, | 


He made them to underfſtand,how happy they be 


that are freed from the incumbrances of that Law 
which our Fore-fathers groan'd under ; namely ; 
from the Legal Sacrifrces : and from the many Cere- 
monies of the Levitical Law : freed from Circumci-= 
ſion, and from the ftri& obſervation of the Fewiſh 
S.bhbath,and the like: And he made them know,that 
havingreceiv'd ſo many, and ſo great bleſſings, by 
being born fince the dayes of our Saviour, it muſt 
be an acceptable Sacrifice to Almighty God , for 
them to acknowledge thoſe bleſſings, and ſtand u 

and worſhip,and ſay as Zacharias did, Bleſſed be the 
TZord God of \ſrael,for he hath (in our dayes)vi/ited 
and redeemed his ptople; and (he hath in our dayes) 
remembred, and /hewed that mercy which by the month 


of the Prophets, he promiſed te our Fore- fathers : and» 


this he hath done,according to kis holy Covenant made 
with them : Ard we live to ſee and enjoy the bene- 
fit of it, in his Eirth,in his Life, his Paſſion, his Res 
furrefion and Aſcenſion into Heaven, where he now 
firs ſenſible of all our temprationsand infirmities: 
and, where he is at this preſent time making inrer- 
ceſſion for us;to his, and our Father :and therefore 
they ought daily to expreſs their publick gratula- 
rions, and ſay daily with Zacharias , Bleſſed be that 
Lord God of Iſrael that hath thus viſited, and thus re- 
deemed his people.——— Theſe were ſome cf the 
reaſons by which Mr. Herbert inſtruged his Con- 
gregation for the uſe of the Pſalms, and the Hymns 
appoinred to be daily ſung or faid in tte Church- 
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40 The LIFE of 


He inform'd them, when the Prieſt did pray on- 
ty for the-Congregation, and not for himielf ; and 
when they did only pray for him, as namely, after 
therepetition of the Creed, before he proceeds ta 
pray the Lords prayer, or any of the appointed 
Colleas, the Prieſt is diretted to kneel down, and 
pray. for them,ſaying—7h: Lord be with yca— And 
then they pray for him,ſaying -— 4nd with thy ſpirit, 
and he afſur'd-them , that when there is ſuch mu- 
tual love, and ſuch joynt prayers offer'd for each- 
other, then the holy Angels look down from Hea- 
ven,and are ready tocarry ſuch charitable deſires 
to God Almighry;and heas ready to receive them; 
and that a Chriftian Congregation calling thus. 
upon God, with one hearr, and one voyce, and in 
one reverend and humble poſture look as beautt- 
fully as Feruſalem, that is.at pezce with it ſelf. 

He inſtructed them, why the prayer of our Lord 
was pray 'd ofren in every full ſervice of the 
Church : namely, at the conc)ufion of the ſeveral 
- parts of rhat Service ; and pray*d then , not only 
becauſe it was compos'd and commanded by our 
Fefis that made it, but as a perfe& patrern for our 
teſs perfet Forms of prayer, and therefore fitteft 
to-ſum up and conclude all our imperfed& Petitions, 

He inſtruged them, that as by the ſecond Com- 
mandement we are requir'd not to bow down, or 
worſhip an Zdol, or falſe God; ſo, by the contrary 
Rule, we are to bow down and kneel,or ftand up 
and wor/hip the true God. And he inftrufted them, 
why the Church requir'd . the Congregation to 
ſtand up, at the repetition of the Creeds; namely, 
becauſe they did thereby declare both their obe- 
dienceto the Church, and an affent to- that faith 
znro which they had been baptiz'd, And he taught 
them, that in thar ſhorter Creed, or Doxology fo 
often repeared daily;they alſo ſtoud up ta teftifie 


ther 


" 


their belief to be, thar, the God that they truſted tn 
was one God,nd three perſons,the Father, the Son,and 
the Holy Gh»ſ# ; to whom, the Prieſt gave glory : And 
becauſe there had been Hererticks that had deny- 
ed ſome of theſe three perſons to be.God , there- 
fore the Congregation ftood up and honour'd him, 
by confeſſing and ſaying, /t was ſo in the beginning, 
Is now ſo, and ſhall ever be ſo World without end. And 
all gave their aſſent tothis belief, by ſtanding up 
and ſaying, Amen. 

He inftraged them, what benefit they had , by 
the Churches appointing the Celebration of Holy- 
dayes, and the excellent uſe of them; namely, 
that they were ſet apart for particular Commemo- 
rations of particular mercies received from A]- 
mighty God; and (as Reverend Mr. Hooker ſaies) 
ro be the Land marks to diftinguiſh times s for by 
them we are taught to take notice how the years 
paſs by us; and, that weought not to let the years 


paſs without a Celebration of praiſe for thoſe 


mercies which thoſe daies give us occafion to re- 
member 3 and therefore the year is appointed to 
begin the 25'h day of March; a day in which we 
commemorate the Angels appearing to the P.Virgin, 
with the joyful tydings that ſhe ſhould conceiv? and 
bear a Son , that ſhould be the redeemer of Mankind; 
ard, ſhe did ſo Forty weeks after this joyful ſaly- 
tation s namely, at our Chriſtmas + a day in which 
we commemorate his Birth , with joy and praiſe ; 
and that eight daies after this happy Birth, we cele- 


brare his Circumei/ion ; namely, in that which we- 


call New-years day, And that upon that day which 
we call 7wefth-duy , we commemorate the manife. 


ſtation of the unſearchable riches of Jeſus ro the- 


Gentiles :. And that that day we alſo celebrate the 
memory of his goodneſs in ſending a Star ro guide 
the three wiſe men from the EaSi to Pethlem , that 
they 
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they might there worſrip , and preſent him with 
their oblations of Go!d, Frankincenſe, and Myrrbe, 
And he (Mr,Zerbert ) inſtructed them , thar Feſas 
was Forty dayes after his Birth, preſented by his 
bleſſed mother jn the Temple ; namely, on that day 
which we call, the Furiftc.ution of the bleſſed Virgin, 
Saint Mary. And he inftru&ed them, that by the 
Zent-fasi, we imitate and commemorate our Savi- 
ours humiliation jn faſting Forty dayes; and, that 
we ought to endeavour to be like him in purity, 
And, that on Good-fryday we commemorate and 
condole his Crucifixion, And, at Eaſter, commemo- 
rate his glorious Reſurre&ion, And he taught them, 
thatafter Jeſus had manifeſted himſelf to his Diſci- 
Ples, to be that Chriſt that was erucified, dead and buy-\ 
ed; that then by his appearing and converfing 
with his Diſciples for the ſpace of Forty dayes af- 
ter his Reſurre&ion, he then, and not till then, aſ- 
cended into Heaven, in the fight of his Diſciples ; 
| namely, on that day which we call the Aſcenſton, 
or Holy Thurſdiy. And that we then celebrate the 
performance of the promiſe which he made to his 
Diſciples,at or before his Aſcenfion : namely, that 
though he left them , yet he would ſend them the Holy 
(hoſt to, be their Comforter z, and that he did fo on 
that day which the Church calls#hit@nday. — Thus 
the Church keeps an Hiſtorical and circular Com- 
memoration of times, as they pafs by us3: of ſuch 
times, as ought to incline us to occaſional pratfſes, 
for the particular bleſſings which we do, or might 
receive by thoſe holy Commemorations. 
| He made them know , why the Church hath ap- 
Pointed Ember-weeks; and, to know the reaſon 
why the Commandements , and the Epiſtles and Goſ- 
pels were to be read at the Altar, or Communion Ta- 
ble: why the Prieft was to pray the Litany kneel- 


ing; and , why to pray ſome Colle&s —_ 
an 


MYr. Geozge Þerbert, 43 
and he gave them many other obſervations , fit for 
his plain Congregation , but not fir for me now to 
mention; for , I muſt ſer limits to my Pen , and 
not make that a Treatiſe,which 1 intended ro be a 
much ſhorter account than I have made 1t 3 — but 
I- have done, whenl have told the Reader, that he 
was conftant in Catechi/ing every Sunday in the Af- 


xer-noon , and that his Carechifing was after his 


ſecond leſſon, and in the Pulpit, and that he never 
exceeded his half hour, and wasalwayes ſo happy 


as to have an obedient, and a full Congregarion. 


And, to this I muſt add, Thar if he were at afy 
time too zealous in his Sermons , it was, in repro- 
ving the indecencies of the peoples behaviour, in 
the time of Divine Service; and of thoſe Mini- 
fters that hudled up the Church-prayers , withour 
a viſible reverence and affe&ion ; namely , ſuch as 
ſeem'd to ſay the Lords prayer, or a Colle& in a breath; 


bur for himſelf, his cuſtom was , ro ſtop betwixr 


every Colle&, and giverhe people time to confider 
what they had pray'd, and ro force their defires 
affe&ionately to God, before he engag'd them in» 
to new Petitions. | 

And by this account of his diligence, to make 
his Pariſhioners underſtand what , and why they 
pray'd, and prais'd, and ador'd their Creator : 
I hope I ſhall the more eaſily obtain the Readers 
belicf ro rhe” following account of Mr. Herberts 
own practice; which was, to appear conſtantly 
with his Wife, and three Neeces ( the daughters 
of a deceaſed Siſter) and his whole Family,twice 
every day at the Church-prayers, in the Chappelt 
which does almoſt joyn to his Parſonage-houſe. And 
for the time of his appearingzit was ſtridly at the 
Canonical huurs of 10and 4zand then,and there,he 
lifred up pureand charitable hands to God in the 
midft of theCongregation.And he would joy to have 
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ſpent that time in that place, where the honour of 
his Maſter Feſus dwelleth ; and there, by that in- 
ward devotion which he teſtified conſtantly by an 
humble behaviour, and viſible adoration, he, like 
David, brought not only his own Houſhold thus to 
Jerve the Lord; but brought moſt of his Pariſhio+ 
ners, and many Gentlcmen in the Neighbourhood, 
conſtantly ro make a part of his Congregation 
rwicea day; and ſome of the meaner ſort of his 
Parith, did ſo love and reverence Mr. Herbert,that 
they would let their Plow reft when Mr. Herberts 
Sa:nts-Bell rung to Prayers, that they might alſo 
offer their devotions ro God with him ; and would 
rhen return back to their Plow, And his moſt holy 
life was ſuch, that it begot ſuch reverence to-God, 
and to him, that they thought themſelves the hap- 
_ Pier, when they.carr yed Mr,#erberts bleſſing back 
with them to their labour.— Thus powerful was 
- his reaſon, and example, to perſwade others to a 
; pradtieal piety, and: devotion. : 
-_.--And his conſtant publick Prayers did never 
- makehim to negle& his own private devotions, nor 
thoſe prayers that he. thought himſelf bound to 
perform with his Family , which alwales were a 
Ser-form, and not long; and he did alwaies con- 
clude them with that Colle& which the Church 
+ hath appointed for the day or week, —7hs he made 
eve!y dayes ſandity a ſtep towards that Kingdom where 
Hmfiurity cannot enter. RE PT 
>: His chiefeſt recreation was Muſick , in which 
heavenly Art he was a moſt excellent Maſter, ard, 
did himſelf compoſe many divine Hymns and An- 
thems, which he ſet and' ſung to his Zute of Yiol; 
and, though he was a lover of retiredneſs, yet his 
| love to Muſick was ſuch,that he went uſually twice 
' every week on certain appointed dayes, 10 the Ca- 
' thedral Church in Salisbu:y 3 and at Nis return on = 
a 13 


ſay, That histime ſpent in Prayer , and Cathedral Mu- 
 ofick, elevitedh's Soul,and was his Heaven upon Earths 
But before his return thence to Pemerton he would 
uſually ſing and play his part, at an appointed pri- 
vate Muſick-meering ; and,to juſtifie this practice, 
he would often ſay, Keljgion does not baniſh mirth, but 
only mederates, and ſcts rules to it, 

And,as his defire to enjoy bis Heaven upon Earths 
drew him twice every week to Salrsbury, ſo, his 
walks thither , were the occaſion of many happy 
accidents to others: of which , I will mention 
ſome few. 

In one of his walks to Salisbary, he overtook a 
Gentleman that is ſtill living in that City, andin 
their walk rogether, Mr. Her bert took a fair occafi- 
on to talk with him, and humbly begg'd ro: be ex- 
Eus'd, if he ask'd him ſome account of his faith, 
and ſaid, / do this the rather, becauſe though yow are 
not of my Pariſh, yet 1 receive Tythe from you by the 
hand of your Tenant ; and, Sir, / am the bolder to do it, 


becauſe I know there be ſome Sermon-hearers, that be 


like thoſe Fiſhes,that alwayes live in ſalt water, andyet 
are alwayes freſh, : | 

After which expreſſion, Mr. #erbert asked him 
ſome necdful Queſtions, and having received his 
anſwer, gave him ſuch Rules for the tryal of his 


fincerity, and for a practical piety, and, in (vo lo-" 


ving and meek a manner,that the Gentleman did ſo 
fall in love with him, and his diſcourſe , rhat he 
would often contrive to meet him in his walk to 
Salisbary , or toattend him back to Pemerton; and 
ftill mentions the name of Mr. George Herbert with 
'veneratiun, and ftill praiſeth God for the ocaſion 
of knowing him. | 
In another of his Salisbury walks, he met with a 


Neighbour Miniſter, and- afrer ſome friendly Dif. 
courſe berwixtthem, and ſome Condoulement for. 
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_ thewickedneſs of the Times, and Contempt of the 
Clergy, Mr. #erbert took occafion to ſay, 

One Cure for theſe Diſtempers , would te for the 
Clergy themſelves to keep the Ember-Weeks ſtrifly, 
and beg of their Pariſhioners to joyn with them in 
Fafting and Prayers, for a more Religious Clergy. 

And another Cure would be, for themſelves to 
reſtore the great and neglfed duty of Catechiſing, on 
which the ſalvation of ſo many of the poor and ignorant 
Lay-people does depend ; but principally, that the Clergy 
themſelves would be ſure to live unblameably; and 

that the dignified Clergy eſpecially, which preach Tem- 
perance, would avoid Surfeiting, and take all occaſions 
to expreſs a viſible humility, and charity in their lives ; 
' for this would force « love and an imitation, and an un- 
feigned reverence from all that knew them ; (And for 
proof of this, we need no other Teſtimony, than 
the life and death of Dr.Zake, late Lord Bithop of 
Bath and Wells) This ((aid Mr. Herbert ) would be a 
Cure for the wickedneſs and growing Atheiſm of our 
Age. And,my dear Brother , till this be done by ws, 
and done in carne, let no man expe# a reformation' 


| _ of the manners of the Laity : for "tis not learning ,but 
I © zhis, this only, that muſt do it; and till then, the fault 


muſt ye at our doors. 

In another walk to Sali-bary, he ſaw a poor man, 
with a poorer horſe , that was fall*n under his 
| Load ; they were both in diftreſs, and necded 
| ©. preſent help; which Mr, Herbert perceiving , put 


| off his Canonical Coat, and help'd rhe poor man 


t5 unload, and after, to load his horſe: The poor 
man bleft him for it 5 and he bleft rhe poor man; 
and was ſo like rhe geed Samaritan, thar be gave 
. him money to refreſh both himſelf and his horſe; 
F and told'/him, That if be lov'd himſelf, he ſheuld be 
| mercifulto his Beaſt = Thus he left rhe poor wan, 
- andat hiscoming to his muſical friends at —_

bury, they began to wonder that Mr.George Herbert, 
whici us'd to he ſo rrim and clean, care into that 
company ſo ſoy]'d and diſcompos'd ; bur he told 
them the occafion : And whenoneof the company 
told him, He had diſparag'd himſelf by jo dirty an eme 
ployment; his anſwer was » That the thought of what 
be had dene, would prove Muſick to him at Midnight ; 
and that the omiffion of it , would have upbraided and 
made diſcord in his Conſcience , whenſoever he ſhould 
* faſs by that place; for, if I be bound to pray for ail 
that be in-diſtreſs, / am ſure T am bound ſo far as it 
is inn.y power to praiſe what J pray for. And though 
1 do not wiſh for the like occaſion every day,' yet let me 
telyou, 1 would nat willingly paſs one day of my life, 
without comforting a ſad ſeul, or ſkewing mercy; and: 1 
praiſe God for this -accaſion : And now let's tune our 
Inftrumenrs, 

Thus, as our bleſſed Saviour after his Reſurre- 
&ion, did rake occafton to interpret the Scripture 
ro Cleopas, and that other Diſciple which he mer: 
with and accompanied in their Juurney to Emmys; 
ſo Mr. Ferbertgin his path toward Heaven,did daj- 
ly take any fair occaſion to infſtrut the jgnorant, 
or comfort any that were in affiidtion ; and did al- 
wales, confirm. his precepts , by ſhewing humility 
and mercy,and miniftring grace to the hearers. _ 

And he was moft happy in his Wifes unforc'd 
complyar.ce. with his ads of Charity , whom he 
made his Almoner, and paid conſtantly into her 
hand, a tenth penny of what money he receiv'd for 
Tythe, and gave her power todiſpoſe that ro the 
poor of his Pariſh, and with it a power to diſpoſe 
a tenth part of the Corn that care yearly into his 
Barn ; which truſt ſhe:did moft faithfully perform, 
and would often offer to him an account of hey ſtew- 

-rd.ip,and as often beg an intargement of his boun.- 
ry, for ſhe re)oyc'd inthe cmployment ; and this 
Was 
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was uſually laid out by her in Zlankets and Shooes, 
for ſome ſuch poor people, as ſhe knew to ftand in 
moſt need of them. This,as to her Charity.—And 
for his own, he ſer no limits ro it; nor did ever 
turn his face from any that he ſaw in want , bur 
would relieve them; eſpecially his poor Neigh- 
bours 3 to the meaneſt of whoſe Houſes, he would 
go and inform himſelf of their wants, and relieve 
them chearfully if they were in diſtreſs 5 and, 


would alwayes praiſe God, as much for being wil- * 


ling,as for being able ro do it. —And,when he was 
advis'd by afriend to be more frugal , becauſe he 
might have Children, his anſwer was, He would not 
ſee the danger of want ſo far off 3 but, being the Scrip- 
tures does ſo commend Charity , as to tell us, that Cha- 
rity is the top of Chriſtian vertues, the covering of 
fins, the fulfilling of the Law, the life of Faith : And, 
that Charity hath a promiſe of the blefings of this life, 
end of a reward in that life which is to come;being theſe, 
and more exceHent things artin Scripture ſpoken of thee 
O Charity ; and that, being all my Tythes, and Church- 
dues, are aDeodate from thee O my God! make me, © 
my God , ſo far to truſt thy promiſe, as to return them 
® back to thee ; and, by thy grace, I will do ſe, in diſtri- 
buting.them to any of thy poor: members that are indi- 
NRreſs, or do but bear the image of Jeſus my Maſters, 
Sir (ſaid he to his friend) my Wife: hath a competent 
' maintenance ſeenr'd hir af ter my death, andtherefore 
as this is my prayer ', ſo this my reſolution ſhall by Geds. 

grace be unalterable, | 
This-may be ſome account of the excel)Jencies of 
theaQive part of his life : and;jthus he continued, 
till a Conſumption ſo weakned him, as ro confine 
him ro his Houſe, or to the-Chappel , which: does 
almoſtjoynto it ; in which: he continued toread 
Prayers conſtantly rwice every day, thoughFe 
were very weaks in-one:'of which-times of his 
| reading, 
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reading,his Wife obſerv*'d him to read in pain,and 
told him ſo, and, that it waſted his ſpirits, and 
 weakned him: and he confeſs'd it: but ſaid, ## life 
could not be better ſpent, than in the ſervice of his Ma» 
ſter Jeſus, who had done and ſuffered ſo much for him : 
But, ſaid he, 7 willnot be wilful : for though my ſpirit 
be willing yet my fleſh is weak ; and therefore Mr, BO« 
ſtock fall be appointed to read Prayers for me to more 
row, and [ will now be only a hearer of them, till this 
mortal ſhall put on immortality. And Mr. Boſtock did 
the next day undertake and continue this happy 
employment, till Mr. ZHerberts death. — This Mr. 
Boſtock was a learned and vertuous man , an old 
friend of Mr. Zerberts, and then his Curare to the 
Church of Fulſton, which is a mile from Pemerton, 
to which Church, Bemerton 1s but a Chappel of eaſe. 
—And, this Mr. Zoſtock did alſo conftantly ſupply 
the Chureh-ſervice for Mr. Herbert in that Chappel, 
when the Muſick-meeting at Salisbury, caus'd his 
abſence from ir. 

Abour one month before his death, his friend 
Mr. Farrer (for an account of whom I am by pro- 
miſe indebred to the Reader, ard intend to make 
bim ſudden payment) hearing of Mr. Herberts fick- 
neſs, ſent Mr. Ednund Diuncon (who is now Redor 
of Fryer Barnet inthe County of Middleſex ) from 
his Houſe of Gidden #all, which is near to #unt ing- 
ton, to ſee Mr. Herbert, and to aſſure him,he wanted 
not his daily prayers for his recovery ; and, Mr. 
Djincen Was fo return back to Gidden, with an ac- 
count of Mr, Herberts condition, Mr. Duncen found 
him weak,and at that time lying on his Bed,oron a 
Pallet 3 bur at his ſeeing Mr. Puncon, he rais'd him- 
ſelf vigorouſly,ſalured him, and with ſome earneft- 
neſs inguir'd the health of his brother Farrer?of which 
Mr. Dancon ſatisfied him ; and after ſome diſcourte 
of Mr,Farrers holy life,and the —_ of lis con= 
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 Nant ſerving God, he ſaid-to Mr, Puncon—— Sir, 7 
ſee by your habit that you are a Frieſt, and 1 deſire you 
zo pray-w.th me; which being granted, Mr. Duncon 
.a$k'd him, what Prayers ? to Which, Mr. Zerberts an- 
4wer was, © Sir, the Preyers ef my Mother, the Church 
et England.,no other Prayers are equil to them: but at 
this time, J beg «f you topray only the Litany, for Jam 
weak and f.int; arid Mr. Puncos did ſo.Afﬀter which, 
.and ſome other diſcourſe of Mr. Furrer, Mrs. Her- 
bert provided . Mr, Punccn a plain Supper , and a 
clean Lodging,and he betook himſelf to reft.—This 
Mr,Duncon Zell; me; and tells me, that ar his firſt 
view of Mr. Herbert, he ſaw majeſty and humility ſo 
reconcil'd in his looks and behaviour, as begot in 
him an awful reverence for Is perſon: and ſayes, 
kis diſcourſe-was ſo pious, and his motion fo gen- 
nile and meek , that after almoſt forty years , yer 
they remain ſtil] freſhin 11s memory, | 

" Thenexr morning, Mr, Puzcon I<ft him, and be- 
took nimſelf roa Juurney to P#th, bur with a pro- 
-miſeto return back to him within five dayes , and 
he did ſo; 'but beforel thall ſay any thing of what 
diſcourſe then fell betwixt thei two , 1 will pay 
my promis'd account of Mr.Farrer, 5 

Mr. Nicholas Farrer ( who got the reputation of 
being.call'd Saint Nicho/as, at the age of fix years) 
was born in London : and doubtleſs had good edyu- 
cation in }.is yourh ; but certainly, was at an early 
age made Fellow of C'are- Ha/l in Cambridge, where 
he continucd to be eminent for his prety z*emperance, 
and /e wrning. — About the 26th year of 1.15 Age he 
 berook himſelf ro Travel : in w'.ich he added to 
his L#tin and Greek, a perfet knowledge of all the 
Languages ſpoken in the Weſ:ern parts of our 
Chrifi n werld ; and ,underfioud wellrne princi- 
ples of their Religion, and of their manner , and 
the reaſons of their worſhip. — In this his Ir vel, 
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+ he met with many perſwaſions to come into a com- 
munion With thar Church which calls it {elf Catho-- 
lick : bur, he return'd from his Travels as he went; 
Eminent for his 0:edience ro bis Mother,the Chur 21 
of Eng/and. In his abſence from England, Mr. F.. r- 
rers father, ( who was a Merchant) allow'd him 2 
li-eral maintenance 3 and,nort long after his return 
into England, Mr.F :rrer had by the death of his fa- 
ther, or an elder brother, zn Eftare lefr him, thay 


enabled him ro purchaſe Land to the value of 4 or. 


5c0 /. ayear; the greateft part of which Land was 
at Little Gidden, four or fix miles from Huntington, 
and abour 18 from Cambridge; which place,he.chote 
for the privacy of it, and for the Hall, which kad 
the Pariſh-Church, or Chappel belonging, and ad- 
jayning near to ir; for, Mr.Farrer having leen rhe 
manners and vanities of the World, and found 
them to be, as Mr. Herbert ſayes, A nothing between 
zwo Diſhes 3 did fo contemn it, that he refolv'd to 
ſpend the remainder of his life in mortifications, 
and 1n devotion, and charity, and to be alwayes 
prepar*d for Death, — And his life was-ſpent thus. 

He, and his Family,which were like a little Col- 
ledge, and about Thirty in number , did moſt of 
them keep Zent,and all Ember-weeks ftridtly,both in 
faſting, and ufing all thoſe prayers that the Church 
hath appointed to be then uſed : and, he and they, 
did the like conftantly on Fridayes, and on the Vi- 
gils, or Eves appointed to be faſted before the 
Saints-dayes; and, this frugality and abſtinence, 
turn'd to the relief of the Poor : bur, this was bur 
a part of his charity , none but God and he knew 
the reſts | | | 

This Family, which I have ſaid to be in number 
abour Thirty, were a part of them his Kindred, 
and the reft choſen ro be of a temper fir to be 
moulded into a devour life; and all of rhem were 
C2 for 
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for their diſpoſitions ſerviceable and quiet, and 
bumble, and free from ſcandal, Having thus fitted 
himſelf for his Family, he did about the year 1630, 
betake himſelf ro a conſtant and methodical ſer- 
vice of God, and it was in this manner. — Hebte- 
ing accompanyed with moſt of his Family, he did 
himſelf uſe tov read the Common prayers ( for he 
was a Deacon) every day, at the appointed hours 
of ten and four , 1n the Pariſh Church which was 
yery near his Houſe, and which he had both re- 
pair'd and adorn'd ; for it was fall'n into a great 
ruine, by reafon 6f a depopulation of the Village 
before Mr.Farrer bought the Mannor : And,he did 
alſo conſtanrly read the Mattins every morning at 
the hour of fix, either in the Church, or in an Ora- 
rory,which was within his own Hou'e: And many 
of the Family did there continue with him after 
the Prayers were ended ,and there they ſpent ſome 
hours in finging Hymns, or Anthems, ſometimes in 
the: Church, and often to an Organ in the Qratory. 
And, there they ſometimes berook themſelves ro 
medirate , or to pray privately, or to read a part 
of the New Teftamenrt to themſelves, or to conti- 
nuetheir praying or reading the Pſalms : and, in 
caſe the Pſalms were not all alwayes read in the 
day : then Mr.Farrer, and others of the Congrega- 
tion, did at Night, at the ring of a Warch-bell, 
repair to the Church or Oratory, and there betake 
themſelves to prayers, and lauding God, and rea- 
ding the Pſalms that had nor been read in the days 
and, when theſe, or any part of rhe Congregation 
grew weary, or faint, the Watch-bell was Rung, 


ſometimes before, and ſometimes after Midnight : 


and then another part of the Family roſe , and 
maintain'd the Watch , ſometimes by praying, or 
finging Lauds to God, or reading the Pſalms : and 


when after ſotne hours they alſo grew weary or 
en alnts, 
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faint;then they rung the Watch-bell,and were allo: 
reliev'd by ſome of the forwer, or by a new part 
of rhe Society, which continued their devorions, 
(as hath been mentioned)until morning. — And IC 
3s ro be noted , that in this continued ſerving of 
God, the Pſalter, 67 whole Book of Pins, was 11 
every four and twenty hours, ſung or read over, 
from the firſt to the laſt verſe : and, this done as 
conftantly, as the Sun runs his Circle every day a- 
bour the World, and then begins again the 1ame 
inſtant that it ended. | 

Thus did Mr.Farrer,and his happy Family, ſerve 
God day and nighr : Thus did they alwaics behave 
themſelves, as in his preſence. And, they did al- 
wales eat and drink by the ſtriteft rules of. Tem- 
perance; eat ard drink ſogas to be ready to rite ar 
Midnighr, or at the call of a Watch-bell, and per= 
form rheir devotions to God. -- And-'tis fir to rel 
the Reader, that many-of the Clergy that were 
more inclin'd to pra&icol prety, and devotion, then 
to doubrful and needleſs Diſpurations , d1d often 


come to Gidden Hall, ard make themſelves a part of- 


that happy Society, and ftay aweek or- more, ai d 
then Joyn with Mr.Farrer, and the Fainily 1n thele 
Devotions, and -aflift and eaſe: him or thein 11: tres 


Watch by Night ; and,theſe various Devotions:.hed:

their being Contemporaries in Cambridge; and , 
this new holy friendſhip was long maintain'd 
without any interview, but only by loving and en- 
dearing Letters, And, one teſtimony of their 
friendihip, and pious defigns, may appear by Mr, 
Farrers commendirg rhe conſiderations of 7oþy 
©. Valdeſſo(a Book which he had met with in his Tra- 

\ vels, and Tranſlated out of Spaniſh 1:.to Engliſh_» 
to be examin'd and cenſur'd by Mr. Herbert hefore 
ir was made publick; which excellent Book, Mr. 
Herbert did read, and return back with many mar- 
ginal Notes, as they be now printed with it : And 
v ith them, Mr. Herberts atteGtionate Letter to Mr, 
Farrer, 

This John Paldeſſa was a Spaniard, and Wasfor 
his Learning and Vertue, much valued and lov'd 
by the great Emperour Carles the f: fth, whom Val- 
defſo had followed as a Cavalier a]l the time of his 
long and dangerous Wars ; and when Pald:fſo grew 
old, and grew weary both of War and the World, 
he took his fair opportunity to declare to the Em- 
perour, that his reſolution was to decline His Ma- 
\ Jefties Service, and betake himſelf roa quiet..and 
contemplative life, becauſe there ought to be a vacancy 
of time, betwixt fighting and dying, = The Empe- 
rour had himſelf, for the ſame , or other reaſons, 
put on the ſame reſolutions: but,God'and himſelf 
did, till then only know them; and he did for 
thoſe; or other reaſons, defire Yaldefſo to cunſider 
well of what he had ſaid, and to keep his purpoſe 
within his own breaſt, ti]] they rwo might have a. 


'* nother like opportunity of a friendly Diſcourſe : 


which Yaldeſſo promis'd to do. k 

In the mean time, the Emperour appoints pri g 
vately a day for him and Ye/defſo ro meet again,and, 

after a pious and free diſcourſe: they both agreed 
| on 


ON acertain day to receive the bleſſed Sacrament 
Publikly : and, appointed an eloquent and deyour 
Fryer, to preacha Sermon of contempt of the World, 

and of the happineſs and benefit of a quiet and 

contemplative life 3 which the Fryer did moft af- 

fe&ionately.--- After which Sermon,the Emperour 
took occaſion to declare openly, That the Preacher 

had beget in him"a reſolution to lay down his Dignities 
.and to forſake the World, and betake himſelf ts a MoS 
aaſtical life, And, he pretended,he had perſwaded. 


Fohn Valdeſſa to do the like;bur this is moſt certain; 


that after the Emperour had called his ſon Philip 
out of England, and reſign'd to him all his King- 
doms, thar then the Emperour, ard Fohn Valdeſſo, 
did perform their reſolutions. 

This account of Fobn /aldeſſo, I receiv'd from a 
Friend, that had it from the mouth of Mr. Farrer ; 
And, the Reader may note, that in this retirement, 
Fobhn Valdefſo writ his 110 confiderations,and many 
otlier Treatiſes of worth, which wauta ſccond Mr. 
Farrer to procure, and TranfJate them, 

Afﬀeer this account of Mr. Farrer , and Fohn Val- 
defſo, 1 proceed to my account of Mr. Herbert, and 
Mr. Puncon, who, according to his promiſe , re- 
turn'd from the Bath the fifth day, and then found 
Mr. #Zerbert much weaker than he lefr him : .and 
therefore their Diſcourſe could not be long 3 but 
at Mr. Duncons parting with him, Mr. Herbert ſpoke 
tathis purpoſe — Sir, / pray give my brother Far- 
rer an acecunt of the decaying condition of my body and 
tell him, 1 beg him to continue his daily prayers for pre *

zed change with hope und patience. Having ſaid this, 
he did with ſo ſweet a humility as ſeem'd to exatr 
him, bow down to Mr.Puncon,ard With a thought- 
. Ful and contented look, ſay to him, Stir, / pray de- 
liver this little Book to my dear brother Farrer, and 
tell him, he ſhall rnd init a pifture of the many ſpiri- 
tual Conflis that have pas] betwi xt God and my Soul, 
before / could ſubje&f mine to the will of Jeſus my 

Maſter: 17 whoſe ſervice 7 have now found perfe& 
freedom ; deſire him to read it 5 and then, if he can 
think it may turn to the advantage of any dejefed peop 
Soul ? let ut be made publick : 1f not 9 let him burnit : 
for, 1 and ir,are leſs than the leaft of Gods mercies, 
-— Thus meanly did this humble man think of this 
excellent Book, which now bears the name of -The 
TEMPLE: Or, Sacred Poems, and Frivate Eja. 
eulitions; of which, Mr.Farrer would ſay, There 
was in it the piffure of a divine Soul in every page z 
and, that the whole Book, was ſuch an harmony of holy 
paſions, as would etirich the World with plcaſure and 
piety, And, it appears *o have done ſo: for there 
have Been more then Twenty thouſand of them 
fold fince the firft Impreſſion.

At rhe time of Mr .Duncons Jeaving Mr. Herbert, 
which was about three Weeks before his death, his 
old and dear friend Mr.oodnot,came from Londen 
to Bemerton, and never left him. till he had ſeen 
him draw his laſt breath , and clos'd his Eyes on 
his Death-bed. In this time of his decay , he was 
often viſited and pray'd for by all the Clergy that 
liv'd. near to him, eſpecially by his friends the Bi- 
ſhop and Prebends of the Cathedral Church in $a- 
lsbury ; but by none more devoutly, than bis Wite, 
his three Neeces (then a part of his Family } and 
Mr. #oodnot , who were the fad Wirneſles of his 
daily decay ; to wham he would often ſpeak to 
this purpoſe.
